After Hurricane Matthew pummeled Haiti 
on Tuesday— causing at least ii deaths there 
and in the Dominican Republic, officials said, 
with the full toll still unknown— it weakened 
slightly before continuing on to the Bahamas 
and barreling onward to Florida, where fore- 
casters warned it could lead to “Hfe-threaten- 
ing” flooding along the state’s eastern coast. 

Officials including President Obama in 
Washington and governors in Florida, Geor- 
gia and the CaroUnas urged residents to take 
the storm seriously pleas that came as Mat- 
thew was poised to be the most powerful 
storm to make landfall in the country in more

Matthew was expected to approach the 
east coast of Florida on Thursday evening, 
hours after tropical storm conditions could 
begin in the state, and it could remain at a 
Category 3 or become even stronger by that 
point, the National Hurricane Center said. 

If Matthew is a Category 3 or stronger hur- 
ricane when it hits Florida, it will be the first 
major hurricane to make landfall in the coun- 
try since Hurricane Wilma in 2005. 

Scott declared a state of emergency in Flor- 
ida, as did his counterparts in Georgia, South 
Carolina and North Carolina. 

“Regardless if there’s a direct hit or not, the 
impacts will be devastating,” Scott said during 
another briefing on Florida’s preparations. “I 
cannot emphasize it enough that everyone in 
our state must prepare now for a direct hit.”

“This is a serious storm,” Obama said after 
he was briefed on hurricane preparations at 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency

Obama had been scheduled to visit Florida 
for two events Wednesday, but he scrapped 
that trip due to the storm and went to FEMA 
for the briefing instead, according to the 
White House.

Airlines announced that they would waive 
fees for travelers changing flights due to the 
storm. Delta, JetBlue and American Airlines 
all said they were letting people change flights 
scheduled in the coming days through much 
of the Southeast U.S. as well as the Bahamas 
and Caribbean.

Fortunately for Giafaglione and others who 
have followed in her figurative footsteps, hard 
work and dedication have changed minds and 
attitudes over time. 

“When they saw I was there shooting in the 
rain, and I was there to get dirty, {they under- 
stood] I was there for real. I also listened a lot, 
stood next to these guys and felt honored to 
be in their space. I always looked at it as I’m 
the new kid, shut your mouth and listen to 
these guys. 

“They’ve seen it all 
and done it all, and 
you’d be a fool not to 
learn something from 
these guys. I think 
that attitude helped 
legitimize my being 
there, and they saw 
that I wasn’t there to 
try and strike up some 
relationship with 

the ballplayers; I was 
there to work.” 

In addition to hard 
work, there was a 
ton of fun. Amid the 
mundane moments 
of the 300-plus games 
Giafaglione shot, 

she was sprayed with 
champagne in the 
Cubs’ 1998 playoff-clinching celebration. 

Among her other favorite moments: 

“Kerry Wood in his rookie season with the 
20 -strikeout game, the home run chase, the 
{1998} wild card game, the miserable 1999 sea- 
son, Harry Garay dying. There were all these 
stories and I had to look through my collec- 
tion and put my perspective together {for the 
current exhibit}.” 

Of all the milestones she witnessed, Ryne 
Sandberg’s retirement party at Harry Garay’s 
restaurant stood out as well. It was a chance 
to see “Ryno” the person instead of just the 
ballplayer persona seen in interviews. 

“Getting to see the quiet Ryne Sandberg 


telling jokes and practically roasting other 
players was pretty amazing,” Giafaglione said. 

Another unforgettable gig was Harry Ga- 
ray’s wake, an event the lifelong baseball fan 
described as a veritable “who’s who of Chi- 
cago.” 

“Same with Jack Brickhouse, he also had 
died, shortly after Harry Garay” she said. “So 
this huge chunk of the grand old history of 
the Cubs, and broadcasting, left with these 
two major broadcasters.” 

Just as Giafaglione 
helped revolution- 
ize attitudes toward 
women in sports me- 
dia, this Cubs team 
has redefined expec- 
tations. The usual 
sense of impending 
doom has given way 
to tremendous opti- 
mism. 

“This is the most 
consistent team I have 
seen in my 25 years of 
watching these guys,” 
said Giagfaglione, 
who also has worked 
as an LED scoreboard 
operator at Wrigley 
Field. “They find ways 
to win, which speaks 
volumes about these 
young guys who seem to have no fear and 
don’t really think about ‘Wow, we’re really 
doing it, and this is really happening.’ It’s like 
they have blinders on and just do it.” 

The Cubs’ MLB -leading 103 wins this sea- 
son included many improbable comebacks, 
and they’ll begin the postseason Friday as the 
consensus favorite to win it all. 

Giafaglione sees the secret to the Cubs’ 
success starting at the top. 

“Joe Maddon is somehow the Cubs whis- 
perer. He’s found what those guys need. He’s 
like the cool dad,” she said. “He lets them do 
what they want, but they get results.”

I didn’t know it, but I’ve waited all my life for 
this. And by this, I mean a real French person 
saying the words “Mountain Dew” First, I 
want to apologize for America. No one from 
the land of champagne should even be aware 
of the neon-green soda. 

But when three French-born friends — 
former interior designer Erwan Le Nan, 
culinary school-trained pastry chef Styven 
Charton and Audrey Naccache, a chef who 
grew up working in her parents’ restaurants — 
chuck it all, leave Paris and open a cafe in 
Lakevie^y weU, I guess innocence is lost. 

As I ordered lunch at Maison Parisienne, 


I asked Le Nan what my drink options were. 
“Ze Coke, wah-tear and ze Mow-taeyne du,” 
he said. I didn’t recognize the last beverage 
for a moment because I was swept up in his 
enunciation, the lovely immersion in each 
consonant, the earnest indulgence in each 
vowel. This is one of Maison Parisienne’s 
many charms. Another is that three friends 
left Paris — a city that many of us long to 
escape to— and built a business from scratch 
in a foreign country, land of Big Macs and 
tooth enamel-threatening soda and a city 
with a (currently) terrible football team and 
mind-numbing winters. 

“I’m a little bit scared about the winters,” Le 


Nan said. “The good news is I live above the 
shop, so I don’t have to go outside too much.” 

And while you eat boeuf bourguignon pre- 
pared by chefs wearing tall, pleated white pa- 
per toques, you will hear other French expats 
speaking in their native tongue. They do so 
over madeleines and cafe au laits surrounded 
by gold and white custom wallpaper bearing 
the M and P logo of the restaurant. There’s 
also quiche, moist- to-the-core chocolate 
bread and brioche muffins overflowing with 
pink pearlescent strawberry jam. The crois- 
sants, tiny by American standards, are flaky 
buttery and infinitely coiled upon themselves 
in golden layers. Maison Parisienne conjures 
an afternoon near Notre-Dame Cathedral, 
minus the Seine. 

The eclairs here are made with custardy pate 
a choux dough that will make you angry that 
Dunkin’ Donuts represents the art form with 
dry sugary chocolate-coated long johns. Tri- 
angles of bourdeleau (not a fancy red wine but 


a peach-topped tart) bursting with almond- 
flavored cream are worth every calorie. 

But of aU the pastries, the most delightful 
is a salted butter caramel macaron (incidentally 
they spell it “macaroon,” which we use to de- 
scribe the super dense, coconut-stuffed cook- 
ies). When I popped one in my mouth, I was 
rewarded with a shattering crust and almond- 
scented sugar granules that dissolved blissfully 
on my tongue. Inside, a decadent caramel 
filling tasted of freshly churned cream. The 
salty sweet morsel satisfied my dessert cravings 
better than the most devilish chocolate cake. 

I don’t know if these three friends who 
took a leap of faith and pimp Mountain 
Dew with an elegant diction will become an 
institution, but I hope they do, because I 
can’t imagine a Chicago without such a lovely 
French pastry
